REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 7 and 9-1 3 are allowed. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 
to 6, directed to an invention non-elected with traverse in the reply filed on 10/16/02. 
This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-6, non- 
elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-6 been cancelled (see above). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was not 
suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was the limitation that 
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requires the first device for measuring at least a first measured or predetermined flow 
rate and a second measured or predetermined flow rate selected from the group of a 
blood flow rate, dialysis fluid flow rate, and an ultrafiltration rate and a computer unit 
configured to establish at least one of a clearance and a dialysance at the first flow rate 
and determine the at least one of the clearance and dialysance on the basis of the at 
least one clearance and dialysance established at the first flow rate in combination with 
the other elements (or steps) in the claims.
